BRITISH EMPIRE’S PART IN 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 


Speaking at a meeting of the Royal 
Colonial Institute, London, last evening, on 
““Our Overseas Empire and Foreign Affairs,” 
Sir Hamar Greenwood referred to the dis- 
cussion taking place in the House of Com- 
mons, which might result in the settlement of 
differences in Ireland, which: had lasted 
for a thousand years. Ireland now must be 
regarded as a partner in our great Common- 
wealth of Nations, he said, and they must 
all do their best to help the latest 
Dominion to carry on. 

_ The history of the question of foreign rela- 
tions, so far as the Dominions were con- 
cerned, had been, up to the time of the war, 
that the Foreign Office acted for the whole 
Empire without demur. The inions 
were content to leave foreign affairs in the 
hands of the trained men at the Foreign 
Office. A very large percentage of Dominion 
men and women still held that view, but with 
the right to criticise or condemn, if they 
thought fit. 

Because of the war, intense feelings were 
aroused throughout the Dominions, and the 
services of the Dominion soldiers had com- 
manded the right of the Dominions to take 
their share in conferences on foreign affairs, 
It had ‘been the custom in this country to 
look to Europe, rather than Overseas, but the 
Dominions felt now that the future of 
Great Britain depended, not upon Europe, 
but upon t- — coo bas own gpa 
Empire and possible relations wi 
the Overseas Dominions.

The Locarno agreements were made by the 
luuropean countric: directly interested, with- 
out any formal intervention of mea,

reparations and the London Conference, 
These recent Locarno agreements represent

ARMAMENTS.

Our standing army has been re- 
duced to round about 118,000, as a necessary 
police force for 115,000,000 people. We are

Ble that any ign country looks with 
he slightest misapprehension upon our land 
forces. They do not menace anybody, They 
are rather a protection to everybody.

WARM APPROVAL. 

Sir James Craig announced his hearty sup- 
port of the bill. The Executive Conncil had 
emerged from a most serious position with 
the greatest possible credit. 

lhe desire for good-will between North and 
South was greatly to be applauded. Some of 
the speeches delivered on the motion were 
likely to do an infinity of harm instead of 
good. The statements made by deputies that 
the Nationalists of the six counties had been 
thrown to the wolves were not likely te 
create good feeling in the North.
